As to claims 1-15 and 67-68,while the preambles of the claims state, "a 
method for discovering fabric devices", the claims fail to contain a tangible, useful 
result. Thus, claims 1-15 is being processed without any links to a practical 
result in the technology arts. 

As to claims 43-59, while the preambles of the claims state "A computer 
readable medium having stored thereon data representing sequences of 
instructions"; however, the computer readable medium is digital signal medium 
and contains no tangible result. Thus, the claims are merely a attract idea, are 
being processed without any links to a practical result in the technology arts and 
are an abstract idea.
